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Arabs Might 
Lift Embargo 
On Oil Soon

LONDON (UPI)—The Arab 
#1 nations might lift their 
embargo against the United 
States and Holland next month 
or just let it ‘fade away" 
quietly, industry experts said 
today. 
The experts said pressures 
were building up against the 
embargo because of its possible 
long-run threat to the Arabs by 
increasing the prices of West­ 
ern manufactured goods and 
damaging the economies of oil 
buyers. 
They said Iraq and Libya as 
well as non-Arab Iran have 
been 
supplying 
considerable 
quantities of petroleum despite 
the boycott and were planning 
major expansions of production. 
The informants said hardline 
Arab nations might block an 
official lifting of the embargo, 
but seemed likely to go along 
with 
unofficially 
letting 
it 
simply "fade away.” 
The sources said, however, 
ending the embargo against the 
United States and Holland- 
imposed because of the two 
nations’ support of Israel— 
would not lead to an early 
increase in overall oil produc­ 
tion. 
They said the Arab petroleum 
nations 
seemed 
intent 
on 
restricting supplies to old levels 
to maintain a firm price and to 
conserve their resources. 
Up until now, oil hardliners 
such as Saudi Arabia’s King 
Faisal have insisted on a 
complete 
Israeli 
withdrawal 
from occupied Arab territories 
before 
resuming 
petroleum 
shipments to the United States 
and Holland. 
The experts said, however, 
there was a good chance the 
hulk of Persian Gulf states 
would allow the embargo to end 
unofficially once the Middle 
East peace talks in Geneva 
start to show results, 
Western diplomats expected 
representatives of 
the 
oil 
nations and the big Western 
buyers to get together after this 
month to agree on a post­ 
embargo petroleum policy. 
The diplomats said oil ex­ 
perts have predicted a "catas­ 
trophe of u n p r e d i c t a b l e 
proportions" affecting both the 
West and the Arabs if the both 
sides fail to agree on 
a 
coordinated fuel policy in the 
near future. 
The sources said the increas­ 
ing strength of the dollar also 
was expected to push Arabs 
into selling more oil to the 
United States to accumulate 
fresh reserves of American 
currency.

Farms In U.S. 
Still Decline 
WASHINGTON (UPI) — Con­ 
tinuing a long decline that 
began nearly four decades ago, 
the number of farms in the 
United States on Jan. 1 dropped 
another one per cent to' an 
estimated 2,821,000, the Agricul­ 
ture Department said today. 
A similar 1 per cent decline 
had been reported between Jan. 
1, 1972, when farm numbers 
were estimated at 2,870,00 and 
Jan. 1, 1973, when the estimate 
was 2,844,000. 
Compared with a decade ago, 
farm numbers were down 18 
per cent. But the annual report, 
based on a sampling survey, 
showed the total amount of land 
in farms has been declining 
much more slowly than farm 
numbers. 
As a result, the 
average farm size has been 
growing steadily. 
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Various kinds of business 
were transacted, including a 
decision to close the Court 
House on Saturdays, at Mon­ 
day’s meeting of the Kush 
County Commissioners. 
In keeping with the energy 
crisis, the Court House will be 
closed from 4:00 p.m. Friday 
until Monday morning starting 
this week. They will keep this 
schedule through the months 
of 
January, 
February 
and 
March. 
A motion was made to the 
county council that the com­ 
missioners be allowred $25,000 to 
exercise the option to buy 
property for a new jail. 
In 
money

For the remainder 
of January, pick-up will be four 
times a week at all sites except 
the County Home where it is 
to be six times a week.

One difference this year is 
that the bill was heard in the 
Agriculture Committee instead 
of the Public Health and En 
vironmental Affairs Committee. 
"We’re hopeful that it will be 
assigned to another committee 
in the Senate,” Gobel said. Sen. 
Marlin McDaniel, R Richmond,

time led the successful fight 
against repeal. 
"I would say we have 58 
votes for it in the House,” Cole­ 
man said.

Indiana 8 Economic Condition Excellent, Bowen Says

INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) - 
Governor Bowren reported to 
Hoosiers Monday that the econo­ 
mic condition of Indiana govern­ 
ment is "excellent.” 
“Our revenues are slightly bet­ 
ter than we expected they would 
be one year ago,” Bowen said 
in the governor’s "state of the 
state” message to the 1974 Le­ 
gislature. 
“The scope of operations, sup­ 
ported by the General Assem 
bly last year is adequate f o r 
most state agencies,” B o w e n 
said. 
"The general prosperity ex­ 
perienced by the state has also 
insured the financial health of 
the state government during this 
first year of my administration.’’ 
he said. "When the legislature 
adjourned in 1973, projectons of 
the state general fund forecast 
a modest surplus. Rapid growth 
in the spring of 1973 produced 
more revenue than was expect­ 
ed, allowing state government 
to enter the present fiscal year 
in slightly better financial con­ 
dition than anticipated.” 
Bowen outlined "revised eco­ 
nomic projections” only tw o 
weeks old which he said "points 
to an economy which will con­ 
tinue to provide revenues to the 


state of Indiana of approximate­ 
ly the magnitude anticipated a 
year ago today, even in t h c 
face of a growing energy short­ 
age.” 
Bowen said the “net overall 
change in the revenue outlook" 
for the state is an increase of 
$10 4 million for the state gen­ 
eral fund during the 1973-75 
biennium. 
He said the property tax re­ 
lief program enacted in 1973 is 
"functioning as well as expect­ 
ed.” 
Bowen also reviewed a pre­ 
legislative program he previous­ 
ly had endorsed including such 
projects as emergency medical 
services, accelerated interstate 
highway completion, minor gov­ 
ernmental reorganiza lion. 
In a report of the state’s ener­ 
gy situation, Bowen said Indi­ 
ana could "take pride that we 
were among the first in the na­ 
tion to anticipate the scope of 
the emerging energy problem 
and were among the first to be­ 
gin finding the answers.” 
‘‘Our principal concern at the 
present time is that the states 
which are in the best position 
to respond to the essential needs 
of our citizens will not be given 
the flexibility to accommodate 
those essential needs,” Bowen 


said. "If Indiana is granted this 
necessary flexibility, I believe 
that we can effectively counter­ 
act any foreseeable emergency.” 
"We believe that the current 
crisis presents a unique oppor­ 
tunity for Indiana, and all Am­ 
erica, to address concerted 
e ffort towa rd a ch ie v ing e nergy 
efficieney, g r eater economie pro- 
ductivity and a modern iza t ion 
of our national transportation 
system. We believe that energy 
conservation should become a 
continuing national ethic.” 
Bowen said the state’s energy 
specialists believe “that volun­ 
tary citizen effort toward con­ 
servation is working and w i l l 
continue to work.” 
“It is my state position, that 
voluntary programs are super­ 
ior to governmental edict.” 
Bowen said he had, within the 
past week, created a partner­ 
ship program which involves 
industry, local chambers of com­ 
merce and civic leaders “to re­ 
cognize existing voluntary ener­ 
gy conservation efforts that are 
proving successful, and to en­ 
courage the formation of others. 
Bowen spoke shortly after the 
lawmakers braved wintry wei* 
ther and opened a 1974 working 
session heavy on issues b u t 
short on time.

endorses 


and adopts Dr. Hardin’s puni­ 
tive and corrective action, In 
that 
Coach 
Dave 
Smith be 
relieved of the duties of athletic 
director and that both Coach 
Smith and Coach Pug Gabrel 
he placed on probation, and 
that their existing contracts be 
terminated and be replaced by 
one-year 
contracts 
with 
the 
understanding that further vio­ 
lations will result in immediate 
dismissal,” the Southwest Con­ 
ference’ statement said. 
“The c o n f e r e n c e further 
places 
SMU 
on 
probation 
without additional sanctions for 
a period of one year, effective 
immediately, during which time 
the conference will continua to 
monitor the athletic program at 
SMU.” 
The decision was announced 
during the NCAA convention. 
“SMU appreciates the consid­ 
eration 
and understanding of 
the SWC officials in determin­ 
ing their appropriate response 
to the infractions of conference 
rules,” said Hardin in Dallas. 
“SMU accepts the decision and

Congressman Gross says the legisla­ 
tion, if signed by President Nixon, will 
cost taxpayers an estimated $2 billion 
over the next five years.
